Waite with a body of State troops today 
attempted to forcibly install his newappointees 
on the Fire and Police Board.

REBELLION OF NATIVES AT SAMOA, 


Those of the Most Populous District Forti- 
fying a City to Resist the Government, 
Apia, Samoa, Feb. 28.—A few weeks ago it 

was thought here that the trouble among the 

natives was atan end. Chief Justice Ide had 
persuaded leaders of would-be rebels of Anna 
to submit themselves and their alleged causes 
of complaint against the government for his 
decision. This they did, and the leaders were 


with the Anna natives arranged than those at 
the east and most populous part of Upolu- 
Atua declared their intention of resisting the 
‘‘white men’s government.”’ The Chief Jus- 
tice and President had been occupied for the 
last four weeks in unsuccessful endeavors to 
arrange this difficulty. 

It is not thought there will be an actual’ out- 
break, but rather that the natives will adopt 
a course of passive resistance to the govern- 
ment by refusing to pay taxes or otherwise to 
conform to its decrees, trusting that the gov- 
ernment will not be powerful enough to en- 
force its orders. That the present rebels dre 
in earnest seems clear, from the fact that they 
have occupied and are fortifying Luatuanun, 
which is almost impregnable, and which 
Tamaseses’ followers held for such a long 
time against all attacks. 

The situation is critical, With an empty 
treasury and the greater part of the natives 
thoroughly dis@usted with the system of trip- 
artite control and the method of administer- 
ing it, there seems but little hope for the im- 
mediate future of Samoa, English and Ger- 
man warships are reported to be on the way 
here, but so far no official information has 
been received. 


TAMMANY MEN SAY THEY DO NOT FEAR. 


Crimmins and Phelan Deny That They 
Are Afraid of an Investigation. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 15.—The lead- 
ers of the local Democracy turned out in 
force last night to welcometwo Tammany 
chiefs, Thomas E. Crimmins and J, J. Phelan. 
‘*We are here solely on a pleasure trip,” said 
Mr. Crimmins. ‘* We did not leave New York 
in order to escape the grand j 


last night. The two upper floors were burned 
out. The loss in $125,000. Commencing 
on the alley at No. 48 Dearborn street, the 
edifice extends south over Nos. 50, 52, and 
54,Oruns back to the Schiller Theater, 
and stands between the Dickey and Borden 
Blocks, which occupy the corners of Dear- 
born and Lake and Dearborn and Randolph 
streets. 

When the fire was firat discovered about 
10:30 only a small blaze could be seen 
through the windows, and that was looming 
up neur the northeast corner, on  the- 
third floor. It spread _rapidly and 
by the time the first company 
arrived bames were curling and rolling all 
over the two upper stories and bursting out 
through the windows on both the street and 
alley sides, as well as the center of the roof. 

A 4-11 call was followed by two specials 
and in a few minutes fifteen or twenty streams 


soon brought the fire under control. In the 
meantime two or three window casings on the 
south side of the Dickey Block and east side 
of the Schiller Theater blazed up in a threat- 
ening manner. 

Schiller Theater. in Danger. 

The Schiller Theater was for a time in 
considerable danger. The fourth act 
of the “Crust of Society’ was about to 
vommence when Manager Prior was 
notified of the fire. He immediately 
stopped the orchestra and Arthur Lewil ex- 
plained to the audience the proximity of the 
fire. The audience took the matter calmly 
and started to leave the building without ex- 
hibiting excitement or fear. Even those in 
the upper galleries took their time 
in getting out and joked about the 
danger while the theater rapidly 
filled with smoke. In ten minutes from the 
time of the announcement from the stage all 
but ‘a few stragglers had left the theater. Be- 
fore half of the people had emerged from the 
theater a dozen engines had drawn up in 
front of the doors and lines of hose-were rap- 
idly run into the building to quench any in- 
cipient blaze. 

As soon as the alarm was sounded and the 
word reached the other theaters that the 
Schiller was threatened all the stage hands in 
the down-town theaters t6é thé number of 
forty or more hastened over to the endan- 
gered playhouse to assist in moving the scen- 
ery toa place of safety. This was done quick- 
ly and undoubtedly prevented a good .deal of 
damage to the scenes. The total damage to 
the scenery did not reach over $1,000, and 
that was caused by water. 

The smoke was far more dense behind the 
scenes than in the auditorium, and many of 
the women among the actors were prostrated.

FORECLOSING A $150,000,000 MORTGAGE, 


Suit Filed by the Union Trust Company

Waller, Heuer, and Kirk Asked to Retire 
from the Board=—Supt. Pettigrew a Factor 
in the CasemThe Governor Is Credited 
with Having Pronounced Views on 
Park Management--Commissioner Kirk 
Is Disposed to Make a Lively Fight in 
Resistance, 


Political circles’ in Chicago were @ good 
deal startled yesterday when it was an- 
nounced that Gov. Altgeld had asked for the 
resignations of Commissioners Waller, Heuer, 
and Kirk of the North Park Board, and that 
Commissioner Heuer had sent in his resigna- 
tion as requested. 

This action is to be attributed in part to the 
scramble of the locel Democratic politicians 
for the place and pay of Supt, Pettigrew of 
Lincoln Park, who is a Republican. His 
place was demanded a year ago by State Sena- 
tor Bartling of the Sixth District for his friend 
Schlacke, and latterly it has been claimed for 
ex-Mayor Cregier. Lately the Governor and 
the park board have come to a deadlock over 
Pettigrew. 

It is believed, however, that Gov. Altgeld 
had other and more important reasons for his 
action than the settlemert of the dispute over 
Mr. Pettigrew. The Governor has positive 
and explicit views concerning the future of 
Lincoln Park. He believes in the energetic 
extension of the Lake-Shore drive and on 
certain lines, and he favors also the enlarge- 
ment of the park itself, In order to the suc- 
cessiul prosecution of these improvements he 
deemed it necessary that the Superintendent 
of the park should be a civil engineer. 
It is said that Comivissioners Waller, Kirk, 
and Heuer were an obstruction to this policy 
and were removed to make room for three 
other men more subservient to the Governor’s 
wishes, who have been already selected, but 
whose names are not yet disclosed, As/Com-. 
inissioners Winston and Cooper were excepted 
from the slaughter, the presumption is that 
they have an understanding with the Govern- 
or, though Commussioner Winston has said 
that he would never consent to the removal 
of Pettigrew. Commissioner Winston is in 
California, 

Commissioner Heuer. was found by a re- 
porter for THe Trisune in a peaceful but 
somewhat mystified state of mind and said: 

‘**Tam not complainmg and I am not talk- 
ing. -l must decline also to furnish the cor- 
respondence between Gov. Altgeid and my- 
self, though I will say both letters were quite 
brief. I will say this also, that I did not 
know until I read itin the afternoon news- 
papers that the Governor had asked for the 
resignations of Commissioners Waller and 
Kirk. If 1 had known that I should not have 
been in such a hurry tohand in my, resigna- 
tion, but would have waited and acted in con- 
cert with the other two Commissioners. 

Denies Altgeld’s Charge, 

“Though I am not talking today I do not 
mean that lam not going to talk some time 
in the future, Commissioner Kirk is in 
Omaha, Commissioner Waller is somewhere 
in Florida and is not expected back till 
Easter. lexpect them both back agdin by 
April 1, and when they come the statemeat of 
Gov. Altgeld that we have not conducted the 
business of Lincoln Park in a business-like 
way will receive our earnest attention.

Cullom Furnished a Precedent. 


The only other case in which the Park Com- 
missioners were removed by the Governor is 
given in the 90 Lllinois Reports, page 186. 
On Oct. 10, 1877, Gov. Cullom removed 
fror. office nearly the entire West Park 
Board. The only two who escaped were 
George W. Stand{ord, who resigned, and Fred 
Schultze, whose term had expired, Those 
who were removed were C. C. P. Holden, 
Henry Greenebaum, E. F. Runyan, Clark 
Lipe, and one other. The Commiasion- 
ers who were removed carried the matter 
into the courts by filing in the Superior 
Courta billin chancery for an injunction 
restraining the newly appoiuted board, con- 
sisting of Sextus N. Wilcox, Erwin E. Wood, 
Willard Woodard, John Brennock, Emil 
Wilkinson, and one other from acting as 
Commissioners. This bill was dismissed for 
want of equity by Judge Moore. The same 
parties then began a quo warranto proceeding 
in the Cireuit Court. This was tried before 
Judge McAllister, and decided in their favor. 
But the decision was reversed by the Supreme 
Court. One paragraph of the syllubus of the 
decision is as follows: 

The Constitution giving the Governor power to 
remove from office any officer. appointed by him 
for incompetency, etc.. being silent as to its mode 
of exercise it follows that the Governor may de- 
termine whether any of the causes exist for re- 
moval from the best lights he can get, and adopt 
such mode of procedure as he may deem proper 
and right, and it is not for the courts to dictate 
to him in what manner he shall perform the 
duty. No written charge, notice, or formal |trial 
is necessary. 

In this case the Governcr in his letter of re. 
moval addressed to the Commissioners as- 
signed no reason excépt that they lacked “ the 
kind of qualification ’’ needed for their duties. 
It was well-known, however, that he had been 
bésieged for a long time with complaints 
against the Commissioners, This case differs 
from the cases of Commissioners Heuer, Wal- 
ler, and Kirk, in that their resignations have 
only been requested and that that of Comimis- 
sioner Heuer was voluntarily tendered. It is 
not likely, therefore, that the matter will ever 
reach the courts. : 
Gov. Altgeld left the Palmer House at'1 p. 
m. to return, as he said, to Springfield. but 
probably to go to New Orleans. He is re- 
ported as saying: ** Commissioner Heuer has 
offered his resignation, and the resignations of 
Commissioners Waller and Kirk will prob- 
ably be forthcoming.

23,* 1891, the day Forrest cashed the 
forged drait here, was.cross-examined and ad- 
mitted that part of the money he got from 
De France was not applied as per agreement. 
De France had been interested with him ma 
flushing sewers device, Galvin’s two broth- 
ers, James and John, corroborated his testt- 
mony as to the contract and De France's 
character. Fred P. Stryker, De France’s 
barber in Detroit for six years, swore that De 
France could not raisea mustache. He had 
tried some five years ‘ago. Forrest had a 
mustache. William Peabody of Detroit, an 
ex-vessel Captain, identified a note for 
$300 as one he haa given De France Nov. 23, 
1891, for money borrowed, and swore he 
paid it April 11, 1892, which was the date of 
Cameron Elliott’s swindles on the St. Paul 
and Minneapolis banks.

SUE THE CAPITAL CONSUL COMPANY. 
Piaintiffs Claim Thev Were Defrauded 
of Money Paid In. 

Minneapotis, Minn., March 15,—[Spe- 
cial.|—An action has been brought in Justice 
Gray’s court against C. H. Maxey, J. A.

A 
Deputy Dairy Commissioner ordered a ten- 
pound package of oleo from Armington, who 
carried no goods himself, but sent to Armour 
& Co.’s agent at Worcester, Mass., who for- 
warded the goods in an original package just 
as received from Chicago, and it was so de- 
livered. The prosecution was for selling oleo- 
a colored to resemble genuine but- 
ter. This is a violation of the new and stringent 
anti-oleomargarine law passed by the last 
Legislature. Armington’s counsel claimed 
that the sale was in Massachusetts and not 
in Connecticut, and that the goods being 
in the original packages coming from 
another State, the sales were not illegal, as 
the United States Supreme Court had prac. 
tically decided in a liquor case. State Attor.- 
ney Hunter claimed that the sales were actual- 
ly made m Connecticut, and such was the 
opinion of the jury. This will be made a test 
case. Armour & Co. have carried it to the 
Supreme Court. |

The House failed to reach a vote on the 
muict tax bill today owing to a protracted. 
contest over the action of the Speaker yester- 
day in declaring the amendment which re- 
quired the signatures of 65 per cent of the 
voters outside cities of 5,000 population and 
more to statements of consent carried while 
less than a quorum of the members voted on 
the question. After the joint convention this 
afternoon Mr. Trewin of Allamakee raised the 
point of order in the correction of the journal 
that it showed only forty-eight votes had 
been cast, and yet the journal stated that the 
amendment was carried. He moved that the 
journal be corrected by striking out the words: 
‘* So the amendment was deciared adopted,” 
and inserting the words: “So the amend- 
ment was lost.”” The Speaker declared the 
motion out of order. Finally Mitchell, who 
voted for the amendment, moved to recon- 
sider the vote by which it was declared passed. 
This motion was carried by a vote of—nays, 
45: nays, 24. Mr. Trewin argued against 
the adoption of the amendtnent, but on the 
final test the amendment was carried bya 
vote of 56 to LY. 

In the House this morning Sawyer presented 
as an additional section of the bill a clause to 
permit manufacturing, if a petition be signéd 
by a majority of the legal voters of any city 
of 5,000 population or more. He spoke in 
favor of the amendment on the grouad of the 
advantage that it wouid be to the people of the 
State from a financial tand point. 
Funk, Milliman, = and Reed opposed 
the amendment on the ground that 
it was bringmg new matter into the bill 
that the members had worked so long to per- 
fect and agree upon. Chassell raised the 
point of order that the amendment was not 
germane to the bill, as it was a bill to regulate 
and restrain the sale of liquors, and the 
amendment brought in another matter en- 
tirely. The Speaker sustained the point of 
order. Mr. Sawyer appealed tothe House 
and the Speaker was sustained by a vote of 70 
to*13. 

A motion was then made by Mr. Funk that 
the bill be considered engrossed and placed 
upon its passage. This was stopped by a mo- 
tion by Williams of Howard that Sec. 18 
be so amended that the signatures of 65 per 
cent of the inhabitants of a county, compris- 
ing both men and women over 21 years of 
age, be required to the statements of consent 
in cases of towns of less than 5,000 inhab- 
itants. Several points of order were raised, 
and pending the decision the House ad- 
journed. 

Pledges Against Carpenter Bill, 


In the Senate Senator Waterman, who sup- 
ported the Carpenter bill, created something 
of a sensation by stating in his speech that a 
paper had been circulated pledging certain 
Senators to vote against the bill, "This was 
denied by several of the Senators, butit was 
ascertained that a paper of the sort that 
he referred to had been __ circulated. 
It appeared that Senator Carpenter _ was 
sitting at Senator Cheshire’s desk after ad- 
journment yesterday when Senator Conaway 
came upto him and laying the paper down 
before hin asked him to signit. Senator 
Carpenter looked at ita moment and said he 
thought it would hardly be consistent for him 
to sign itas he was supporting the bill. By 
. this time Senator Conaway discovered his 
mistake and said: 

*O, I thought that you were Senator Chesh- 
irey 

The paper was as follows: 

Will you vote for this bill, Senate file No. 324, 
Senators? Gorrell, no; Jewett, no; Finn, no; 
Reynolds, no; Chantry, no; Rowen, no; Palmer, 
no; Jamison, no; Kilburn, no; Cheshire, no: Hen- 
derson, no; Phelps, no; Turner, no; Vaile, no. 

Several of the Senators whose names ap- 
peared on the list said they had never signed 
any such paperand there was considerable 
discussion. Senator Carpenter obtained the 
origina! paper this afternoon and the sup- 
porters of the bill are considerably exercised 
over it. 

Senators Phelps, Chantry, Jamison, and 
Cheshire spoke against the bill, though 
Senator Jamison admitted he might possibiy 
vote foritif there were some more conces- 
sions made in it. Senator Rea said if the bili 
was amended so as to strike out the word 
‘* spirituous’? he might vote for it. Senator 
Waterman closed the debate in favor of the 
bill with one of the strongest speeches in its 
favor that have been made during the discus- 
sion. 

Senator Groneweg offered the Democratic 
bill as a substitute, and the discussion of that 
bill will begin tomorrow. An effort has been 
made today to get the Prohibitionists to coa- 
sent to vote for the bill in case the reference 
to spirituous liquors is omitted, and the 
friends of the bill agree to vote for a resolu- 
tion for resubmission. 


Prohibitionists Are Unyielding. 


Senator Rowen, who has been one of the 
leaders on the prohibition side, has been 
active in trying to secure the consent of his 
friends on that side to the bill in the proposed 
form. He said tonight that he was doing all 
that he could to bring about this kind of an 
agreement, but he could do nothing 
with such men as Finn, Kilburn, and some of 
the other radical Prohibitionists. He said he 
was doing this not because he was any less a 
Prohibitionist but because he realized that 
something must be done to carry out the 
promises of the Republican platform, 

In the Senate this afternoon the Lewis bill 
for raising the State revenue was adopted by 
a vote of 37 to 9. The bill provides that 
there shall be raised for State revenue 
$1,350,000 on the assessinent of the State 
for 1894 and $1,250,000 on the assessment 
of 1895 in lieu of the two-mill State levy 
This will be an increase of one-third mill in 
the tax to be collected in 1895 and one-sixth 
mill in the tax to be collected in 1896. 

The committees of both houses on Appro- 
priations will hold a joint meeting tonight for 

purpose of continuing the work of settling 
the appropriations. The various State insti- 
tutions have asked for new buildings and ex- 
tensions of plants already begun $807,725, 
which has been entirely stricken out, but if 
the Lewis biil passes the House there will be 
soinething to be appropriated for buildings.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 15.—[Special.]— 
The Republican State convention was held 
here today and piaced in nomination the en- 
tire ticket of last year. The votes cast last 
year have not yet been counted, owmg to a 
deadlock between the two Houses. The elec- 
tion this year is to be held under the plurality 
law and the result of the voting will be ac. 
cepted by both sides. The Republicans re. 
nominated last year’s ticket to give them a 
chance for a vindication at the hands of the 
people. Col. Charles Warren Lippitt, a lead- 
ing textile manufacturer, was Chairman. 
Prof. Alonzo Williams of Brown University, 
who represented the State at Chicago last 
year as orator on Rhode [sland day, presented 
the naine of Gov. Brown. There was much 
enthusiasm. The ticket in full is as fol- 
lows:

Gov. Brown appeared before the conven- 
tion. He defended his policy in State affairs 
during the year, and spoke ‘strongly for pro- 
tection to American industries, George Pea- 
body Wetmore was indorsed as a candidate 
for the United States Senate. The election 
occurs April 4. 

The platform, prepared by Judge Bosworth, 
laces the contest strictly on national issues.

He Refuses to Act on the Plans on Troy’s 
Committee of Safety. : 

Aupany, N. Y., March 15.—[Special.]— 
Troy’s Committee of Safety waited upon Gov. 
Flower this morning and asked him to des- 
ignate the Attorney-General to carry on the 
prosecution in the election murder case as 
the committee had no faith in the District 
Attorney. The committee was not satisfied 
with the arrangement made between the Gov- 
ernor and the special’ counsel, Messrs. Van 
Santvoord and Black, whereby they were to 
be designated Assistant District Attorneys 
with the power to go before grand juries, 
Gov. Flower said he would like to comply 
with the committee’s request, but the Attor- 
ney-General could not enter the case under 
law until it reached the grand jury. 

The inquest into the death of Robert Ross 
was continued this afternoon. The statement 
that Ross was a member of the A. P. A. was 
denied by A. H. Graves, a close friend. The 
Troy Times says editorialiy tonight: ‘“ The 
law-abiding people of Troy don with great 
regret of Gov. Flower’s action today.”’ 

After the interview the Governor said: 
** You should go to the polls election day and 
fight for your rights.’ To this William H. 
Frear and ex-Mayor George B. Werren en- 
tered a protest showing how completely by 
the domination of the machine the reputable 
voters are at the mercy of thugs and assassins. 
But all this had no effect on the Executive. 
He is apparently blind to the condition of 
things here. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, who 
started the crusade against the corrupt prac- 
tices of the police authorities in New York 
City, with Cornelius N. Bliss, J. Edward Sim- 
mons, President Charles S. Smith of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and other prominent 
New-Yorkers, appeared before the Senate 
Cities’ committee this afternoon and protest- 
ed against the passage of the so-called New 
York Bi-Partisan Police Commissioner bill, 
but the committee decided to report the bill 
favorably.

CONTRACT FOR THE REMOVAL OF TH3 
" INDIAN WAREHOUSE. 


Interior Department Leases the Building 
at the Corner of Washington Boulevard 
and Union StreeteRental Dates from 
Jaly 1 NexteCongressman Aldrich’s 
Good Work—New York Makes a Form- 
al Protest—Progress of the Tariff Mak- 
ing=Confirmations by the Senate. 

Wasurneton, D. C., March 15.—[Special.] 
—-A contract has been closed »y the Secretary 
of the Interior for a lease of the building 
at Washington boulevard and Union street, 
Chicago, to run a year from July 1 next, with 
an option for five years additional if re- 
quested by the Interior Departinent. This 
buildmg. which was obtained at a rental of 
$4,500 per annum, will be utilized as a ware- 
house for the storage of Indian supplies in ae- 
cordance with the change of |dépot agreed 
upon by Secretary Smith last week. 

Agitation for the. removal of the Indian 
Supplies Bureau and warehouse has been 
going on for several months and a quiet hunt 
in behalf of Omaha, Neb.. has been made by 
Representative Mercer. “Omaha even went so 
farasito guarantee a large warehouse for 
these fupplies free of rent for such period as 
the government might require. When this came 
to the knowledge of Congressman Aldrich 
he at once instituted measures looking to se- 
curing this plum for Chicago. In this move- 
ment he had the active codperation of Repre- 
sentative Wilson of the State of Washington, 
who has had a rad in pickle for New York 
people for some time past. They had _inter- 
fered in-a measure in which his State was in- 
terested. _Being a member of the Committee 
on Indian Affairs he was enabled to give Con- 
gressinan Aldrich valuable assistance in his 
efforts to obtain this important concession, 
Hence throught the efforts of three Repub- 
lican Representatives this valuable franchise 
has been transferred from the East to the 
West and it will also be in the interest of 
economy _and quick transportation. 

'An examination of the records shows that 
during the last year these supplies were 
furnished at New York. Of the 80.000 pack- 
ages transported to Indian posts 6,000 came 
from Chicago and the remainder were 
brought from New York. These packages 
contained 8,250,000 pounds, which were 
about evenly divided so far as weight is con- 
cerned between New York and Chicago. 

There is considerable gratification expressed 
by Western Congressmen over securing this 
important contract, advertisements for which 
will be solicited at Chicago July 1 instead of 
at New York as heretofore. In fact the en- 
tire business hitherto transacted at New York 
wil, be transferred to Chicago,°and the Woos- 
ter street werehouke in New York will be 
closed, 

Gotham Makes a Kick. 

It was natural that a protest should be en- 
tered by the representatives of New York 
against this contract being diverted from the 
metropolis. Representative Isidor Strauss 
accompanied the following representatives of 
Eastern business houses to the Interior De- 
partment today ta protest against the aboli- 
tion of the New |York warehouse: Austin 
Nichols - & Co., grocers; -H. B. Claflin 
& Co., dry goods: Sternird & Heidel- 
berg, clothng; Bernheim & Bauer, 
clothing; The’ Manhattan) Supply com- 
pany, dealers in general merchandise, New 
York; and Hood, Foulkrod & Co., dry goods, 
Philadelphia. Mr. Strauss in urging the re- 
vocation of the order insisted that New York 
was still the pivot around which the United 
States hovered despite the fact that Chicago 
had secured the World’s Fair. He eulogized 
New: York and claimed that Chicago was a 
buyer in everything except iu wheat and corn; 
also that firms represented had contracts with 
the various railway companies sanctioned by 
the inte?-State commerce law, by which they 
could transport government freight to Chi- 
cago at rates as low as the prices that could 
be secured by the government for the goods 
at Chicago. 

Reply in Chicago's Behalf. 

Indian Commissioner Browning, who was 
present atthe conference, denied the state. 
ments made by the visitors and insisted that 
Chicago could do anything that was in the 
power of New York: cou'ld buy goods as 
cheaply, seil them as cheaply. and.could fur- 
nish all the material the government needed 
for the Indian service at prices as low as 
New York, and for that reason it was useless 
togo to New York, maintain a warehouse, 
and transport the goods back to the West via 
Chicago. This put a damper on the ardor of 
the New York men, who, as a threat, toid the 
Secretary that if he did not revoke the order 
New York business-men would decline to go 
to Chicago and bid for government contracts 
even though they could bid under Western 
firms and tmake money onthe transaction. 
The Secretary reminded them that it seemed 
inconsistent for them totake such action, 
when accoraing to their own statements they 
could sell the goods cheaper than the Western 
merchants. The Secretary is firmiy con- 
vinced that Chicago has the advantage over 
New York in ite facilities to deliver goods to 
the Indians, and there is ho doubt that he will 
decline to revoke the order complained of.

LEASED WIRES FROM OCEAN TO OCEAN, 


Associated Press’ Great Circuit Put Into 
Operation Last Night, 

New Yorx, March 15.—The Associated 
Press began forwarding the telegraphic news 
of the world tonight over its own system of 
leased wires, from ocean to ocean, and on 
both sides of the continent. This was made 
possible by the extension of the leased wire 
system from Denver, heretofore the Western 
terminus, to Salt Lake, Sacramento, and San 
Francisco, and from San Francisco south to 
Los Angeles and San Diego, and yorth to 
Portland, Tacoma, and Seattle. This places 
tor the first time the gteat cities of the 
eountry, without an exception, in actual 
touch, through their leading newspapers. The 
first leased wire of the Associated Press was 
established between New York and Chicago 
in 1885.

Galveston and San Antonio. The final link 
in making the service ttanscontinental was 
added tonight, when the Pacific coast cities 
became a part of this system, which now is in 
excess of 18,000 miles.

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WAS A SCHOOL GIRL. 


MISS POLLARD AND OOL, BREOKIN- 
RIDGE AT SARAH Gogg’, 


Colored Woman Tells of a Visit to Her 
House of the Two Ten Years Ago and 
the Affectionate Demonstrations of the 
Defendant=He Requested Her Not to 
Take Part in the Suit — The Young 
Woman and the Legislator Seen To- 
gether at the Capital. 


Wasuinertoy, D.C., March 15.—[Special. |— 
Most of the day in the Pollard-Breckinridge 
trial was consumed with testimony to prove 
the relations between the plaintiff and defend- 
ant for many years. Their associations in 
Kentucky and in this city were fully set forth, 
the first witness being a colored woman, 
whose house at Lexington had been made the 
rendezvous for the couple. It was also 
brought out by one of ‘the witnesses that Miss 
Pollard had gone by the name of Miss Fol. 
som. Only a portion of the day was spent in 
court by Miss Pollard, it being stated by her 
attorney that she was indisposed. Counsel at 
her table was increased by a new la wyer, Mr. 
Farrell of Lexington, who has been engaged 
in examining witnesses in Kentucky and tak- 
ing their depositions. It was expected that 
Defendant Breckinridge would be called té the 
stand today, but the array of witnesses for the 
plaictiff bids fair to occupy the time of the 
court for the remainder of this week, 

A light mulatto woman, Sarah Goss, dressed 
in mourning, occupied a seat next to the 
plaintiff's iawyers when court opened. 
She was the first witness, and her 
examination was conducted by Mr. Farrell, 
She then identified Miss Pollard and contin- 
ued that ten years ago Col. Breckinridge had 
begun to visit her house in Broad street, Lex: 
ington, with Miss Pollard. Friday night just 
at dark they) first carne by arrangement and 
Col. Breckinridge was in the front room with 
Miss Pollard until 11 o'clock. Col. Breeckin- 
ridge knocked on the middie door for the 
woman to let him out. ‘' She was in the bed,” 
said the witness, ‘*‘ He kissed her and bid her 
good-night, puttmg his arm around her.”’ 

Saturday night and Sunday night Col. 
Breckinridge repeated his visitsfeach night 
kissing Miss Pollard good-by in the presence 
of the colored woman. Sunday night Col. 
Breckinridge had said that Miss Pollard must 
get down to the depot early in the morning to 
take the first train, and the witness had over- 
heard him say that she was. to meet Mr. 
Rhodes there. 


Miss Pollard Then a School Girl. 


Mr. Farrell asked the opinion of Sarah 

Goss astotheageof Miss Poliard at that 
time, and the answer given under exception 
was: 
“She haddresses upto the tops of her 
shoes, a school-girl dress, and seemed to be 
about 17 or 18. Sometimes she wore her 
hair down her back in a plait.” 

The witness said Miss Pollard had never 
visited her house before that time, but that 
Col, Breckinridge had. The latter question 
and answer were stricken out. She then said 
that Miss Pollard never came there with any 
one but Col, Breckinridge and that the pair 
had visited her house about fifty times. A 
year ago last fall Col. Breckinridge had come 
there asking to bring Mias Pollard again, but 
the witness refused. 

Then the witness createda sensation by re- 
lating that Col. Breckinridge had visited her 
last summer after the suit had been filed, had 
told her he hoped she would have nothing to 
do with the case, to which she had repiied that 
she must tell the truth. Col. Breckinridge 
had inquired where Mary Scott and Mary 
Wilson were. saying that he wanted them 
kept out of the way. He had also asked if 
Miss Pollard ever came to the house with Col. 
Swope, and witness had assured him that he 
zee the only man Miss Pollard had ever met 
there, 

The visits of Col. Breckinridge and Miss 
Pollard to Sarah’s house, the witness testified, 
had extended over a period of three or four 
years. On cross-examination the witness said 
the first visit of Col. Breckinridge and Miss 
Pollard had been in the latter part of August, 
and Sarah Goss understood that the girl had 
been brought from sehool, as most schools 
were closed from Friday to Monday. Col. 
Breckinridge had said that the girl came on a 
train.

The next witness was Mrs. Lucretia Marie 
Minear of Washington, who said she lived 
at No. 25 Lafayette square, the fashion- 
able boarding-house between the Cosmos 
club, and Senator Don Cameron’s res- 
idence, and but one door from _ the 
Blaine mansion, where Miss Pollard 
had boarded in 1892\and 1893. Col. Breck- 
inridge had often visited Miss Pollard at .the 
house. The witness, it appeared, was the 
landlady. Mrs. Minear had last seen Miss 
Pollard walking in the park with Col. Breck- 
inridge in April or May of 1893. On two oc- 
casions Col. Breckinridge had brought Miss 
Pollard home in the evening at 9 or half past. 

Mrs. Kate W. Burt, a stout middle-aged 
lady, a clerk in the Land Office, had boarded 
at Thirteenth and F streets. Mrs. Burt recog- 
nized Miss Pollard and said that she had 
lived at Thirteenth and F streets for ten days 
in October, 1887, under the name of Mrs. 
Foster. The witness had seen Col. Breckin- 
ridge at the door twice and he had gone tv 
Mrs. Foster’s room on the third floor. She 
said Mrs. Foster was about to become a 
mother. 

After this Mr. Carlisle partly emptied 
the court-room by reading a deposition 
by Mrs. M. A. Ketchum of Lexington, 
with whom Miss Pollard nad ee 
in 1884, ’85, and ‘86, during. the 
time she attended the Sayre Institute. 
The deposition of Miss Mary F. Hoyt, who 
lived with her sister, Mrs. Ketchum, followed. 
To her Miss Pollard had represented that she 
had left the Wesleyan Institute and had come 
to school in Lexington to be nearer her 
mother. Miss Pollard had said that her ex- 
penses were paid by her aunts in Pittsburg. 
Rhodes had visited Miss Pollard and the girl 
had once said that he offered to pay her 
school expenses if she would marry him. 
Another deposition by Maj. H. B. McCiellan, 
who had been principal of Sayre Institute in 
Lexington since 1870, was read. The prin- 
cipal testified that Miss Poliard had always 
conducted herself well and had never been 
suspected of being cther than a pure young 
woman. Rhodes had once told the principal 
of his contract to marry Miss Pollard.

He must be aware 
of the fact that the free silver monometallists 
in both Houses are preparing to follow up the 
seigniorage bill with a free coinage measure in 
order to have thesilver issue prominent in the 
next campaign. He must know that the first 
is intended and expected to lead up to the sec- 
ond, and that if he allows the seigniorage bill 
to become a law he will be conceding to its 
advocates a point they may use with telling 
force in pushing for the passage of the great- 
er measure for which this is intended to act 
the part of an entering wedge. The. case 
was stated correctly Feb. 13 by Representa- 
tive Johnson of North Dakota in his speech 
to the House. He said: *' The aim and pur- 
pose of the bill are not so much to qpin the 
seigniorage but to withdraw fsom cireulation 
the Treasury notes—the best money we ever 
had—and to substitute for them a paper cur- 
rency not redeemable in gold but in a depre- 
ciated silyer that shall not be kept at par 
with gold by law, as heretofore, but that shall 
depend entirely on ‘intrinsic value.’ That is 
the true object of the bill—to give us two 
kinds of money of unequal value. As soon 
as that is done instantly Gresham's law will 
take effect, and every man who handles money, 
having his choice under the legal tender act 
to pay out either one of the several kinds, 
will pay out the cheaper money. Gold will 
disappear from circulation, Treasury notes 
will disappear, and we shall be robbed of half 
the medium of exchange of the country.”’ 
The usually well-informed Washington 
correspondent of the New York Bulletin says 
the reported purpose of the President to allow 
the seigniorage bill to become a Jaw is not 
credited at the Treasury Department or 
among the friends of the President in other 
official positions. He says: ** Mr. Cleveland: 
is as strongly opposed to the bill as ever, and 
it does not meet Mr. Carlisle’s approva! in 
its present crude and confused form.” (This 
was written the day before Senator Allison’s 
motion to reconsider was voted down.) As 
the bill contaiys all the features understood 
to have been objected to by the President 
there is room to hope that he will not even 
allow it to become a law by his silence, much 
less append to it his signature. In fact, it is 
difficult to see how he could acquiesce in it 
without a most flagrant breach of faith, as it 
is well known thatthe New York men who 
subscribed for the recent issue of bonds did 
so on the express understanding that the 
seigniorage will not be coined. Controller 
Eckels is reported to have intimated to them 
that if the gold were not forthcoming the ad- 
ministration might provide’ *‘ funds” by 
coining the silver, and there seems no room 
to doubt that this hint turned the scale with 
some if not all of them. The taking of the 
goliunder such conditions was practically a 
pledge that the alternative would not be re- 
sorted to with the consent of the President. 
The Boston Herald, also a well posted pa- 
per, expresses its entire confidence that Mr. 
Cleveland can be trusted to kill the Bland 
seigniorage bill with a veto, It says the meas- 
ure is so bad in every respect that “* we should 
as soon think of attributing to him a purpose 
k to shirk his plain duty regarding it as of be- 
lieving that he would sign a free coinage 
bill.”’ In fact, it says that if he were to fail to 
veto this he could not be looked to for the 
protection of the currency against any as- 
sault, however dangerous it might be. It re- 
peats frum a former issue the statement that 
** If Grover Cleveland were to put his name 
to such a rascally measure as this seigniorage 
bill he would give the lie to every profession 
of currency principles ever made by him, and 
the reputation for thorough soundness which 
he has been for ten years in building up 
would be drowned in « penful of ink.”’ 

The whole hope of the country fora main- 
tenance of honest money lies with the Presi- 
dent. That he will do his duty in the matter 
must be believed till the contrary is proven. 
He stands between the people and finan- 
cial chaos, even his Secretary of the Treasury 
being open to strong suspicion of financial 
heresy as being the golfather of this nefari- 
ous seigniorage measure, if not its actual par- 
ent. The representatives of the people in 
both Honses of Congress have betrayed the 
} trust reposed in them. They have bowed be. 
fore the silver power, Nowit rests with the: 
President alone to interposé an efficient 
check.

TO MAKE THEM DISGORGE. 
It generally has been taken for granted that 
the manipulations of tne Union Pacific rail- 
road and connecting lines have been so skill- 
fully conducted that the people of the United 
States would be unable to recover any mate- 
rial part of the huge’ sums stolen from them. 
Representative Boatner of Louisiana seems to 
be of a different opinion. He is asking for 
tho passage of a joint resolution that the 
President shall appoint special counsel to in- 
stitute suit against the past and present direct- 
ors, their heirs and legai representatives, 
to collect 35 million dollars and interest 
thereon now due the United States, and which 
has been appropriated by the improper ab. 
sorption of outside lines and the voting of 
dividends contrary to law and to the interest 
of the United Siates. The joint resolution 
provides that the counsel thus employed shall 
not be in any way connected in present or 
past service with the Union Pacific road or 
with any of the directors, and, that $100,000 
shall be placed at the disposal of the Pres - 
dent for the employment of such counsel as 
may be chosen under this limitation. 
It is high time something were done. The 
balance of interest paid by the United States 
on the bonds of the Union Pacific, Kansas Pa- 
cific, and Central branch of the Union Pa- 
cific amounts to about 35 millions, and re-

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Those countries which impose an income 
tax discriminate in favor of persons whose 
incomes are quite small. In Great Britain 
no person who receives less than $750 pays a 
tax. In Denmark the exemption is $215, in 
Austria $113, and in Germany under the 
communal income tax from $70 to $100, 
and under the State tax about $600. These 
exemptions are justified on the ground that 
where a person earns barely enough to de- 
fray the expenses of a modest living the State 
as an act of charity should refrain from tak 
ing any part of his small income. Mr. David 
A. Wells calls attention to these facts and then 
say in the Forum: ' 

The authors of the proposed income tax now 
before Congress especially proclaim that the 
chief object sought by them in this measure is to 
transfer the burdens of the State from the 
shoulders of the poor to those of the rich. It is 
interesting to note where they propose to draw 
the line in respect to charity and as tothe 


amount of property the possession or enjoyment 
of which in their opinion constitutes riches. 
Then Mr. Wells shows that assuming 5 per 
cent to be the average annual net profit on 
money, land, etc., in the United States, an 
exemption of $4,000 would represent an ac- 
cumulation, business, or profession of the 
value of $80,000. If the rate of 3 per cent, 
at which the United Statescan borrow money, 
be taken, then a $4,000 exemption would 
represent $133,333 invested in United States 
securities, Therefore, a citizen worth less 
than $80,000 of ordinary income-yielding 
property, or $133.000 in United States 
bonds, “isa legitimate object for national 
charity. Such an exemption is unwarranted 
favoritism to nine-tenths of the well-to-do 
people of the United States.”” Mr. Wells con- 
tinues: . 

No man is a freeman whose industry and cap- 
ital are subject to exaction, and from which his 
immediate competitors are entirely exempt. 
Equality of taxation of all persons and property 
brought into open competition under like circum- 
stances is necessary to produce equality of condi- 
tion’for all, in all production, and in all the en- 
joyments of fife, liberty, and property. And 
government, whatever name it may assume, is a 
despotism and commits acts of flagrant spolia- 
tion if it grants exemption or exacts a 
greater or less rate of tax from one man 
than from another man on account of the one 
owning or having in his possession more or less 
of the same class of property which is subject to 
the tax. If it were proposed to levy a tax of two 
per cent on annual incomes below $4,000 in 
amount, and exempt all incomes above this sum, 
the unequal and discriminating character of the 
exemption would be st once apparent; and yet 
an income tax exempting all incomes below 
$4,000 is equally unjust and discriminating. -In 
either case the exemption cannot be fonnded or 
defended on any sound principles of free consti- 
tutional government; and is simply a manifesta- 
tion of tyrannical power, under whatever form 
of government it may be enforced. The great 
republican principle of equality before the law 
and constitutional law itself alike preclude any 
exemption of income derived from like property. 


While Mr, Wells shows clearly the inequal- 
ity of this form of taxation, he fails to make 
the point that while its friends claim it is for 
the benefit of the poor man yet indirectly a 
portion of the income tax would have to be 
paid by him. ‘ Organized labor” ought to 
understand that an income tax is really a tax 
on the wage fund. It will certainly be an 
addition to the taxes of the employer and will 
be added to the expense of manufacturing. 
Hence that much less can be paid to labor 
while competing with foreign imports, It 
ought not to be difficult for the walking dele- 
gates to understand this and see how this pro- 
posed legislation will affect the wages and 
amount of employment of those for’ whom 
they ** walk.”’ 

Chey may be indifferent to the fact that the 
income tax scheme was put in the Wijson bill 
at the instance of ex-Confederates and Pop- 
ulists, not to help the wage-workers, but to 
gratify the malice, envy, spite, and hatred of 
the first and the communistic leanings of the 
last.

It does not 
seem likely, however, that they will be inter- 
fered with. It is understood that the atten- 
tion of the alleged Republican member of the

Whatever 
the former may do, the latter should demand 
the removal of all judges who are disqualitied 
by law, Do they expect they will have a fair 
deal in the Sixth Ward unless there isa 
change? The legitimate majority against 
them in the Sixth will bedarge enough. They 
cannot afford to have it increased by stuffed 
registry books and repeaters after the fashion 
of the Twenty-ninth Ward. 


BALFOUR ON BIMETALLISM. 
Some of the people in this country who are 
committed to the advocacy of silver mono- 
metallism profess to take comfort from the 
appointment of the commission in Germany 
with instructions to make a special study of 
the decline in silver and to find out, if pos- 
sible, some means of restoring its value as a 
‘money metal. But they are very much mis- 
taken if they fancy chat any respectable party 
or set of men in Europe favors their absurd 
claim that sixteen ounces of silver are worth 
today as much as one ounce of gold. It may 
be charged legitimately against them that 
their insistence on that point discouraged 
action towards a practical bimetallism by the 
conference of 1892. The bimetallists, who 
are claimed to be gaining ground every day in 
England, Germany, and perhaps some other 
countries, are not of the class of men who 
falsely allege they want bimetallism in the 
United States when they are clamoring for 
free coinage on terms that would make bi- 
metallism impossible. 
An address delivered last August at the 
Mansion House in’ London by the Rt.-Hon. 
A. J, Balfour in advocacy of bimetallism may 
help to some understanding on this point. 
He admitted that in the Western States of 
America there are some who advocate free 
silver coinage as a means of inflating the cur- 
rency and thereby artificially raising prices. 
They may want to lower the standard of value 
in favor of the debtor as against the creditor. 
But he added: , ‘‘ Whether this be or be not 
true of America, I most emphatically assert 
that it is not true of anybody of opinion in 
this country.. Nobody I know of, no respon- 
sible person whom Ihave ever met or ever 
heard of, desires artificially to inflate the cur- 
rency with the view of stimulating trade, of 
relieving debtors, or of robbing creditors.”’ 
Mr. Balfour made a strong argument in 
favor of real bimetallism, his great point be- 
ing that it would conduce to stability of 
money values, and stated his belief that a 
standard of value ought to be international. 
He said; “It appears to me tobe a mere 
relic of barbarism. a mere survival from the 
middle ages, that that which is legal tender in 
one country should not also be legal tender in 
another country.’’ Hence he recommended 
some effective: international system under 
which every gteat commercial community 
shall contributg its share to maintaining the 
stability and value of silver. But in no 


part of his speech did he hint at a 
supposition by any honest man in En- 
rope that bimetailism could be — se- 


cured on the basis of free coinage at the rate 
of 16 or 15% tol, or at any wish that silver 
should be made a legal tender for more than 
the intrinsic value of the metal. His idea of 
bimetallism is that silver shall be treated on 
precisely the same terms as gold, which is of 
the same value whether in the shape of coin 
or bullion. He further expects that any in- 
ternational agreement that may be arrived at 
in the future will be on a ratio which the dif- 
ferent contracting parties believe can be 
naintained all over the commercial world 
under the changed conditions in the relative 
cost of extracting the two metals from the 

bosom of the earth. 


PROSECUTE THE GAS TRUST, 
Some weeks ago the Attorney-General of 
this State was asked to begin quo warranto 
proceedings against the combined gas com; 
panies of this city, which are oharg: 
ing consumers about 50 per cent more 
for gas than they ought to, and are doing it 
with a unanimity which is surprising in view 
of the fact that some of the companies were 
chartered for the express purpose of having 
healthy competition in the ges business. 
Evidence was laid before the Attorney- 
General tending to show that the allegations 
of the petitioners were correct, but before be- 
ginning such an important suit he decided to 
give the gas companies a hearing, and see 
whether it wasin their power fully to dis- 
prove the statements of the petitioners, If 
so, nothing would be gained by beginning 
suit, 
That hearing has not been held yet. It has 
been postponed again and again. It was to 
have been held yesterday, but the whisky 
trust suit came up—a combination in which 
Chicagoans do not take the interest they do 
in the gas trust—and the Attorney-General 
had to go into court to attend to the former. 
It is announced now that he will take up the 
gas question Monday in this city. 
These repeated continuances in connection 
with this gas trust matter have led some over- 
suspicious persons to imagine that the stock 
speculator has his finger in the pie, If 
there are more continuances due to disagree- 
ments over trivialities these rumors 
will be heard more frequently and more 
loudly. A censorious world, given to judging 
ill, which suspects even the Senate of the 
United States, will be sure to suspect less 
prominent persons.

Hersolo numbers were 
given with warmth and total! forgetfulness of the 
husbanding of her resources. She was in excel- 
lent voice, and in the ensemble sustained her 
portion of the music with a rare degree of intel- 
ligence and appreciation. The Inez of Mile, 
Pettiagiani was only at moments satisfactory. 
Her voice in passages sounded to advantage, be- 
ing pure and sweet in tone, but lacking too much 
in volume to supplement the work of those about 
her. From a dramatic point of view, also, the 
effect was quite inadequate. The balance of the 
cast was fairly good, considered from the point 
of view of their comparative unimportance. 


The chorus was unfurtunate, painfully so 
in one ofr two instances, and be- 
trayed a lack of confidence evidently 


resulting from lack of adequate rehearsal. The 
orchestra, under the direction of Sig. Mancinelli, 
did some excellent work, and again some whith 
was not excellent. A portion of the finale in the 
first act belonged in the latter category. As 


a whole, however. the performance was 
the most markedly satisfactory yet 
given this week, and the enthusiasm 
awakened fully attested to the fact. The setting 
was fully equal to the demand, and 
the stage groupings charmingly picturesque.

WILLIAM DENIES THAT HE 18 ILL. 
German Emperor Issues a Statement in 
Regard to His Health. : 

Beri, March 15.—Emperor William is 
annoyed at the renewed reports that he is suf- 
fering from ill health, rumor having it that 
this was why he decided upon visiting Abaz- 
zia. Consequently the Emperor today caused 
a long official statement to be issued, which, 
after strongly deprecating the false rumors, 
says that for the last four years the Emperor 
has required no continuous medical treat- 
ment for his complaint, of which there is not 
the slightest trace now, and not the slightest 
necessity for an operation. The official state- 
ment concludes with the remark that the Em- 
peror’s visit to Abazzia is purely to obtain re- 
pose and that he has no intention of seeking 
medical advice. 

Socialist Denounces Militarism. 

In the Reichstag today, during the discus- 
sion of the budget, Herr Liebknecht de- 
nounced militarism and said the Socialists 
intended to introduce a bill at the next session 
of the Reichstag providing for the establish- 
nent of miiitia regiments instead of the pres- 


- nt military system. 


INSURGENTS CAPTURE A FORTRESS. 


Brazilian Rebels in Sad Paulo Still Fight- 
ing=Da Gama Going to Portugal. , 

Buenos Ayres, March 15.—Advices from 
Sao Paulo are to the effect that the insurgents, 
under Gen. Saraiva, have captured the fort- 
res:at Itavarca. The garrison, numbering 
3,000 men, has surrendered. 

Lisson, March 15.—Dispatches from Rio 
de Janeiro say Admiral Saldanha da Gama, 
with500 of the insurgent sailors and ma- 
rines’ is on board the Portuguese corvette 
Mind:llo. It is ddded that the refugees will 
be breught to Portugal by the Mindello and 
by the Alfonzo de Albuquerque.

Montevipro, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
March 15.—[Copyright, 1894, by James Gor- 
don Behnett.]|—The Americans among the 
crew of President Peixoto’s dynamite cruiser, 
the Nictheroy, sai) from her for New York 
Saturday next. The Nictheroy’s pneumatic 
dynamite gun will now be mounted in Fort 
Santa Cruz and command the entrance to Rio 
Harbor. Mr. Anderson, the local agent of 
the Roya! Mail Steamship company, refused 
Admiral da Gama passage to Europe on any 
ship of his line. 

Both sides condemn. Da Gama’s action in 
running away as most cowardly. When their 
officers rat away the men sent ashore several 
national guardsmen, who had been taken 
prisoners in an attack upon Mortingue Is}- 
and some time ago, and they bore 
with then a flag of surrender. Presi- 
dent Peixoto remained all day in the 
war arsenal ‘and there received the 
formal surrender of the rebel fleet and forts. 


>The latter are already garrisoned by his 


forces. The entire captured rebel force, 
com prising sailors and inachinists, was found 
to consist of not more than 800 men and few 
officers. These officers, who would not or 
could not ran awey, together with the ship 
surgeons, are now confined aboard the Jupiter. 

The Portuguese officials refuse to give up 
Da Gama or the other rebel officers who fled. 
President Peixoto’s Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Senhor Naseimento, has informed them 
that Da Gama is not an ordinary political of- 
fender, butarebel, a pirate, a conspirator 
against the lawful government, and that it is. 
the duty of the Portuguese authorities to 
deliver up him and _ his officers on the 
assurance of the Brazilian Government that 
they will be tried by a formal tribunal and 
are in no preseat danger of their lives. The 
Minister urges it in accordance with interna- 
tional law and precedent, and he quotes 
President Harrison’s order to Chilean Minis- 
ter Egan in December, 1892. An official 
telegram has gote to Lisbon asking for the 
delivery of the fugitives. Brazilians are in- 
censed against the Portuguese over the affair, 
and there is muchtalk of a popular demon- 
stration of disapproval in front of the Portu- 
guese Consulate here. The English here get 
their sbare of the ill-feeling of the populace 
for their aid of the rebeis. 

Da Gama’s sailors say they never thought 
he was such a coward as to leave them. After 
the surrender President Peixoto at once sent 
food and water ‘to the starving garrisons on 
Cobras and Paqueta Islands, and ordered the 
ill and wounded tobetaken care of. It is 
known now that Da Gama never intended to 
make a fight against the loyal fleet. Steam 
had not been got upin his ships, they were 
not cleared for action, and a large amount of 
water had been let into his flagship, the Tam- 
andare, preparatory t6é sinking it.

CAPT. BROWNELL DIES AT WASHINGTON. 


Avenger of the Death of Col, Ellsworth 
Passes Away. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 15.“[Special.] 
—Capt. Frank E. Brownell, the avenger of the 
death of Col. Ellsworth, the first blood of the 
war shed in the South, died herethis morning. 
Although a New-Yorker Capt. Brownell was 
knowa in Chicago and St. Louis, having been 
Assistant Provost Marshal at the latter city in 
1864. During the administration of Presi- 
dent Arthur Capt. Brownell was appointed to 
a position in the Pension Office, which he held 
at the time of his death. Capt. Brownell had 
enjoyed his usual healthupto a few weeks 
ago, but ina recent snow-storm he walked 
homeifrom the Army and Navy club and con- 
tracted a lung trouble which resulted fatally. 
He was a member of the Loyal Legion Com- 


mandery of this city. 
It was May 24, 1861, that the event occurred 
which made Capt. Brownell famous. He en- 
listed in the Eleventh New York Infantry, com- 
manded by Col. E..E. Elisworth and known as 
the Fire Zouaves from the fact that nearly all 
the members had been recruited from fire com- 
panies in New York City and Chicago. Col. Ells- 
worth with his command landed at Alexandria 
one morning in May and while marching through 
the city his eye was attracted ‘by a rebel flag 
floating over the Marshall House. Directing «a 
file of soldiers to accompany him Col. 
Eilsworth entered the house and  »pro- 
ceeded to the roof, where the col- 
ors were quickly lowered. As he was 
Gescgnding the stairs Proprietor Jackson came 
out from his bedroom, and, leveling a double- 
barre.ed shotgun at Ellsworth, fired, killing him 
instantly. Simultaneously there was a crack 
from the rifle carried by Private Brownell, the 
minie bali entering Jackson's right eye and 
enetrating his brain, causi instant death. 
oth Ellsworth and Jackson feil in a heap in the 
landing at the foot of the steps, whence the 
bodies were removed for burial by friends. For 
this action Capt. Brownell was given a medal of 
honor by Congress, and other tokens of 
recognition ‘were presented him by citizens 
of Troy, N. Y:, Boston, and Providence. 
Capt. Brownell came to Chicago after the close 
of the war, and among the Grand Army men for 
ten years he was one of the most unique charac- 
ters in the city. He was a member of the G. A. 
R. Post No. 28. Curiously enough Miss Jackson. 
the daughter of the man he slew, worked in 
the Pension Office and had a desk only a few feet 
from his.] 


Chief Justice Lea of Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 15.—[{Special. ]—Ben- 
jamin James Lea, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State, died this afternoon at Browns- 
ville. Justice Lea was 61 years old. He had 
been in ill health for some time. He was 
born in Casweil County, N. C. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in/1854 and four years later 
was elected to the General Assembly. He served 
as ‘olonel in the Confederate army four years. 
He was elected Attorney-General of the State in 
1878, and filled that position for eight years. He 
was elected to the State Senate in 1888. He 
became a member of the Supreme Court in 1890, 
and twoyears ago was elected Chief Justice. 
Gov. Turner and the members of the Supreme 
Court and Attorney-Generai Pickle will leave in 
the morning for Brownsville to attend the 
funeral.

shots with the best rifles. They alone could 
have picked off every gunner in five minutes. 
In the main corridor fronting the principal 
entrance and commanding the approaches 
through which the board room has to be 
reached’ wasa solid platoon of forty men 
who could decimate an attacking force com- 
ing up the broad stone steps from the street. 
The invaders could not return the fire effect- 
ively until they ascended the steps. There 
was a hot reception ready if the militia ever 
reached the buildimg. 

At this time the doors down-stairs were bar- 
ricaded and before each sat two_ special 
officers with drawn revolvers and a hatful of 
cartridges beside them. Police Surgeons 
Wheeler and Johnson were both on duty and 
had several assistants ready to help them in 
case of need, Stimulants, bandages, lint, and 
all the paraphernalia of a mi.itary hospital 
were laid out ready for use and had an ex- 
ceedingly disquieting effect upon all who hap- 
pened in and saw them for the first time. 

Ip the board room up-stairs the two Com- 
missioners sat waiting with their guards about 
them, saying nothing, but looking grim and 
determined. Commissioner Orr said he was 
‘too busy to talk,” but Commissioner Mar- 
tin said: “Back down? Not much, The 
troops fire? No. We haven’t anything to do, 
but, O no, they won’t comein here, Chief 
Stone has been ordered not to let them: He 
is to keep the peacein this city hall; he will 
do whatever is necessary to do it. . 

Reports arrived that the Second Battalion 
froin Pueblo and the Colorado Springs troops 
of cavalry had arrived on a special train, but 
scouts soon found this to be untrue, 

At the city hall it wae claimed that strict 
orders had been given not to fire a shot or 
raise a club oatit the militia had taken the 
offensive. From 3 p. m. until 9.p. 
m. the State troops were drawn up in 
line of battle, and the city hall forces were 
ready for action. The fire department had 
lines of hose laid through the city hall to 
throw water on the besiegers. The firemen 
were armed, 

The whole proceedure has been disgrace- 
fully irregular. The Governor was enjoined 
by the District Court from employing force to 
molest the old board. He said he was above 
any court. He did not call on the Sheriff 
because that officer’s sympathy was with the 
old board. He did not even take the con- 
clusive step of declaring martial law, 
but called out the militia without doing so, 
Adjutant-General Tarsney, who conmanded, 
isa brother of Congressman Tarsney, and 
would have led the assault had the Governor 
given the word, Gen. Brooks, the nextin rank, 
would have obeyed orders, Col. Hogle, the

direct commander of the troops, was relieved 
‘from duty early in the day, as heisalso Un- 
der-Sheriff, and Lieut.-Col. Heinig took his 
lace. The men would have charged if or- 
ered, as they were annoyed by taunts of be- 
ing only toy soldiers. 


Business-Men Interfere, 


While the military were disporting them- 
selves about twenty of the leading business- 
men of the city, in a high state of exvitement, 
were rushing back and forth from the Gov- 
ernor to the old board trying to arrange a 
compromise. Both were willing to suspend 
hostilities and leave to an immediate decision 
of the Supreme Court or to a select com- 
mittee of citizens. The Governor, 
however, insisted on submitting the ques- 
tion of whether or not the new 
appointees or the old ones were entitled to 
the seats, while the old board insisted that the 
only question should be whether or not the 
Governor had a right to defy the injunction 
and call out the militia. The board of the 
Chamber of Commerce sat in extra session 
and negotiations were conducted through ic. 
At 9 o’clock tonight no agreement was 
reached and the intervention of the regulars 
practically allows the old board to control 
until the Supreme Court acts in the usual 
course.

Gen. McCook Stands by Waite. 


Gen. McCook said: “If the Governor calls 
upon me I’|] have the Fort Logan troops here 
in thirty minutes,’’ In conversation at vari- 
ous times the General had stated that he 
would support the Governor as the legally 
constituted authority. ** There is no other 
alternative,” said he, ‘‘in this matter which 
is now assuming a phase highly danger. 
ous to the community the Governor is piainly 
right, as I viewit. My oath and my obliga- 
tions as a soldier require me to stand by the 
regularly constituted authorities at times of 
insurrection or riot endangering-the public 
property of the United States. If the fight is 
started this evening nobody can prophesy 
the destruction that might be wrought before 
morning. I stand by the Governor,”’ By ad- 
vice of the General the officers remained 
away from the vicinity of the city hall during 
the day. 

Soon after 2 o’clock, when the troops began 
to move, the windows of the Equitable Build- 
ing swarmed with sightseers, who brought 
opera-giasses and telescopes to bear on the 
city hall and neighboring buildings. On the 
roof on the city building, eight or ten blocks 
away, could be seen a fringe of humanity, 
which to the eyes of some excited persons was 
made up of big policemen armed with Win- 
chesters. An army officer pronounced 
them ‘“ war correspondents,”’ and 
it was finally decided that the 
observers hanging around the eaves were sig- 
nal men who had been sent aloft to give

Ail the afternoon the signa! men could be ob- 
served. Hundreds of citizens, and not a few 
ladies, occupied points of advantage on the 
roofs of eight-story buildings down town. 
“Clear the streets of the crowd and the 
militia too,’”’ Were the orders that Sheriff 
Burchinel] conveyed to Chief of Police Stone 
at 3:15 p. m. Throughout the day the Sheriff 
took an active part in the civil vs. military 
drama. Early in the morning he was at the 
county court-house and openly declared him- 
self a partisan of the Orr-Martin faction. 
Deputy Sheriffs’ commissions were spread 
broadcast over the city. This Sheriff Burchi- 
nell denied, but the appearance of stars bear- 
ing the legend * manele Sheriff, Arapahoe 
County” on hundreds of vests made his de- 
nial appear strange, In rd to his action 
Sheriff Burchineli said: ‘**{ now represent 
the courts, and 1 am alone under their orders.

engaged scene before 
the city hall. He apparently had a great 
many deputies under his control and they 
were all 
shouted quite lustily when the police depart- 
ment flag was waved from a second-story 
window. While the militia were under arins 
half a block away additional ammunition was 
taken to the building in express wagons. 

It was exactiy 2:03 when the troops left 
the armory, and they were back at 9 o'clock. 
At 3 o’clock Gen. Brooks and his staff rode 
through the crowd to the hall and the General 
made a formal deimand for possession, whicb 
was, of course, refused by Chief Stone. 

Gen. Brooks stated that thirty minutes 
would be allowed for| consideration, at the end 
of which time, if the refusal was still persisted 
in, the troops would open fire. At thia 
point some one in the crowd which had pressed 
closely around the officers tried to 
start a disturbance by shouting and pushin 
forward. Bugier Foley promptly hinged 
out his saber and made a slash at the throng, 
but was at once ordered by the General to de- 
sist. The whole party then rode back to 
their stations. Foley was greeted with shouts 
of **Coward! coward!” ‘Pull him off the 
horse !’’ 

When the troops arrived at the corner of 
Fourteenth and Lawrence they found Four- 
teenth street a solid mass of people. An at- 
tempt by Gen. Brooks and his staff to induce 
the crowd to give way was not heeded, and 
Cumpany K was deployed by platoons to 
make room for the battery. The center of 
the street was finally cleared as far as the 
alley and two Napoleon guns placed in posi- 
tion, facing down Fourteenth rtreet. Com- 
panies E, K, and B, and the Signal Corps then 
commencéd the task of clearing Fourteenth 
and Lawrence streets each way. so as to 
give room for the maneuvers of the battery 
and ey The force comprised Companies 
B, E, and K, the battery and signal corps., in 
command of Brig.-Gen. Brooks, Maj. Ver- 
deck berg was in immediate command of the 
infantry. Capt. Bartlett was in command of 
a corps of sharpshooters, 


Turned the Hose on Spectators. 


The position had just been secured when a 
panic was created by the sudden appearance 
of the fire department dashing up Fourteenth 
street, followed by patrol No. 1 full of 
officers. The shout went up that it 
was a schemne to break up the 
attacking force and every man _ seized 
his gun and made ready to defend 
himself. The hose wagons, hook and ladder, 
and fire tower dashed at the crowd and it 

arted like water. The troops in the way 
eaped aside and the department went on, and 
it was seen that it was a bona ‘tide fire alarm. 
When they returned they were loudly cheered 
by the crowd. 

The soldiers found it a difficult task to clear 
the curious from the adjacent yards and 
houses. A hose was turned on the roofs, and 
the sightseers slid down from their elevated 
pesch amid great langhter. Company 
K, which was slowly . forcing the 
crowd back toward the City Hall, found it 
more difficult. The press became greater 


‘ and greater and those in the front line began 


to show signs of resistance. The soldiers 
kept on and the remonstrances sudden- 
ly developed into a series of hand-to- 
hand encounters. Company E caine up on 
the run and supported the others, who were 
getting the worst of it, and Maj. Verdeckber 
and other officers rushed in and restor 
order. 

The line had almost reached Larimer street 
when Company K retreated a few paces and 
the order was given to charge the crowd. 
The latter gave way suddenly and the soldiers 
had not advanced three paces when their 
weapons were seized and thrown up by a line 
of police under Sergeant Barr which 
suddenly appeared, d bloodshed was 
avoided. The street was clear for one block 
and the Napoleons were advanced to the alley 
and trained by Capt. Kincaid himself, bearing 
on the entrance to the city hail and the cor 
ner of the eee 

The condition of affairs remained thus until 
the militia was ordered home. - The city arc 
lights for some reason were not turned on at 
the usual hour, and the big building, the 
dense crowds of people, and the soldiers 
stood silently for an hour in the gloom. 


Chamber of Commerce Meets. 


When it became apparent that Gov. Waite 
intended to make the fight ore toa finish the 
members of the Chamber of Commerce de- 
cided that bloodshed must be averted at all 
hazards, anda meeting with that object in 
view was held at noon. The meeting was a 
representative one, nearly all the leading 
members of the Chamber being present. 
President Byers presided, and after 
stating the situation it was de- 
decided to send a committee of three to in- 
terview the Governor, gain some knowledge of 
his plans, and, if possible, arrive at some 
peaceful solution of the difficulty. He pointed 
out the necessity for neutrality in conducting 
the negotiations. The committee visited 
Gov. Waite at = residence, Douglas Place. 
The Governor atinounced that he had ordered 
the militia to go to the city hall at 2 o’clock 
and make a formal demand for the 
offices to which he had appointed Messrs, 
Mullens and Barnes. If, after twenty min- 
utes, they refuse to comply with the request, 
orders would be given to fire upon the build- 
ing, after which possession would be taken. 
He refused to recede from this position ex- 
cept to agree to delay action until 3 o’clock, 
The committee, attended by a dozen or more 
prominent citizens, visited the old fire and 

olice boards in their quarters at: the City 

Jali. To Messrs. Orr and Martin and Col. 
John G. Taylor, their attorney, President 
Byers explained that they were there as citi- 
zens seeking to bring order out of chaos, and, 
if possible, prevent che spilling of the blood 
of innecent citizens. 

Deanis Sheedy, a banker, member of the 
‘om mittee, said ; 

‘‘ Asa citizen of Denver and asa promoter 
of many of her enterprises 1 wish to say that 
the sight that meets my eyes as I gaze out of 
this buildmg is simply appalling. The good 
name of Colorado isthreatened and the dan- 
ger is great that in 'thé East we will be looked 
upon as a lawless mob, The occasion de- 
mands the use of all our faculties of right and 
reason and sense. We must adjust these 
differences. It is humiliating to 
think that when the history of Colorado is 
written its pages must be stained by such 
proceedings as have been witnessed today. I 
appeal to your manhood. The only thing at 
stake is the two Offices. It is possible that 
somebody is in ¢rror; that some mistake has 
been made which ean beadjusted. The name 
and credit of Cotorado are at stake, and I ap- 
peal to you, gentlemen, to avert this calam- 
ity. It has already gone too far, but the 
courts are open and an impartial Judge and 
jury will give you a fair ceclsion.”’ 

President Orr jinquired asto what sugges- 
tions the committee was prepared to offer, 
and Byers replied. that it was felt that if 
the matter was left in the hands of the courts 
a peaceable settiement would be arrived at. 
At this momenta committee of three an- 
nounced that the Governor had granted an 
additional stay of thirty minutes, after which 
time hesaid his orders must be respected. 
Commissioner Martin, in reply to Mr. Byers, 
said thatthe dispute over the seats was al- 
ready in the courts. “ But there is an imn- 
mediate danger of conflict,” said Mr. Byers. 


Responsibility on Waite. 


‘‘ And the responsibility of that conflict, if 
it comes,” replied Mr. Martin, ** must rest 
with the Governor. He is responsible for it. 

W. J. Barker said he understood the present 
Commissioners did not desire the office and in 
view of this he urged on them tne necessity of 
allowing the courts to deal with the matter 
and thereby prevent the sacrifice of lives. 
President Urr said it was true they did not 
care for the offices, but they did care for the 
principle involved. The committee went back 
and forth three or four times beseeching both 
sides without result except to help delay 


things.

Station Agent Goring 
was leaving the depot when he’ found the 
couple seated in a corner. He told Mrs. Nich- 
olaus her train had gone. 

Is there another train west at about 3 or

MAN AT LONG ISLAND OITY.

Police Use Their Clubs Freely to Quell 
the Rioters=Strikers at Paterson, ar 
Give Warning of Serious Trouble by 


the Use of Dynamite in the Streets— 


Rare Stamps of an Illinois Collector 


Bring Big Prices=General New York 


News. 

New York. March 1t5.—The employés in 
the Steinway street railway, running from 
Hunter's Point to Steinway, Long Island 
City, went out on a strike early this morning 
in consequence of a reduction in wages. T he 
working force of the road, 100 men, quit 
work and cut the trolley wires and tore up the 
track in some places; in others blockading 
the road with wagons, paving-stones, and 
«other obstructions. 

Assistant Superintendent Cosgrove received 
a severe scalp wound from a_ pistol-shot 
fired into the office of the company while he 
was standing talking with Supt. Moulton, a 
noisy crowd of strikers being gathered out- 
side. There was more violence by strikers in 
the afternoon. The trolley wires were cut in 
several places, and in order to, protect ‘prop- 
erty and disperse crowds the police 
were obliged to use their clubs. The directors 
of the company called upon Mayor Sanford 
this afternoon and asked him to act as an ar- 
bitrator in the dispute between the company 
and its employés, and Mayor Sanford agreed 
to do so. Thereupon the men returned to 
work and this evening the cars were moving 
about as usual. 

The strikers at Paterson, N. J., tonight had 
recourse to dynamite, carrying out their 
threat of two days ago. The people of the 
city were awakened by the explosion of a 
bomb in front of the residence ol 
John Bates, foreman in the warping 
department of Bamford | Bros.’ mills. The 
men in Bamford Bros.’ are on strike. It was 
at this mil! the trouble first occurred, and its 
employés have tigured prominently 
in the subsequent  agitations. Bates, 
the foreman, is unpopular with the 
men i: and has received frequent warn- 
ings since the strike commenced. The bomb 
exploded tonight was a small one and no 
damage was done and Bates himself regards 
it more in the nature of a warning than an at- 
tempt upon his life. The police have no clew 
to the perpetrators.

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FIGHTING FOR M’KANE’S RELEASE, 
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His Lawyers Will Try in Every Court to 
Get His Freedom. 

New York, March 15.—/[Specia].]—An inef.- 
fectual attempt was made before Judge La- 
combe in the United States Circuit Court 
this afternoon to secure a writ of habeas corpus 
for John Y. McKane on the ground that Mc- 
Kane is reetrained of his liberty in violation of 
Sec. 2, Art. 4 of the Constitution of the 
United States. Judge Lacombe dismissed the 
application. The application was made by 
Lawyers Robert H. Griffin, P, A. Campbell, 
and Thomas A. Atkinson. It set forth that 
McKane’s liberty was restrained in vio- 
lation of the section, and also in viola- 
tion of the fifth amendment. The fact that 
McKane was denied the right to furnish bail 
after his incarceration formed the ground of 
the violation. The attorneys declared their 
intention of appealing tothe United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, and thence to the 
United States Supreme Court if necessary. 


GEORGE WORK LOSES A $5,000 MATCH, 


Macalester of Philadelphia Defeats the 
New-Yorker at Riverton. 

New York, March 15.—[Special.|—New 
York pigeon shots never spoke enthusiastical- 
ly of George Work’s chances with ** Charley ”’ 
Macalester of Philadelphia in the big pigeon 
natch arranged between them a few weeks 
ago. Itwas a muscle-straining and eye-tiring 
contest, bemg 200 birds each, thirty yards 
rise and fifty yards boundary. It was for 
$2,500 a side. The match came off at Riv- 
erton, N.J., today.

RELATIONS BETWEEN MUNIOIPALI- 
TIES AND CORPORATIONS.

Letter from the Street Car President Read 
at the Dinner of the Sunset Club—He 
Speaks of * Mutual Benefits” and the 
Dangers Lying in Governmental Con- 
troleHe Would Give Franchises to the 
Corporations Best Fitted te Develop 
Them—Other Opinions Presented, 


Although not one of the company, Charles 
T. Yerkes was much in evidence at the Sunset 
club dinner last evening through a letter 
written by him in response to an invitation 
to discuss the subject of ** The Disposition by 
Cities of Corporate Privileges.” 

The Grand Pacific dining-room was brilliant 
with lights, and 150 members surrounded the 
Corporation Counsel Harry Rubens 
presided, and after discussing the topic at 
some length himself read Mr. Yerkes’ com- 
munication, in which, among other things, 
the street railroad President said: 
| Selfishness has much to do with the manage- 
ment of affairs, be they either private or public, 
and consequently to suggest a correct manner of 
regulating the latter would be simply impossi- 
ble; therefore it is best, instead of attempting to 
control the acts of our public servants, to adopt 
such laws for their government as will, when 
obeyed, accomplish'the proper end, 

We find an answer to the question in the fact 
that privileges are disposed of as natural laws 
tlictate at the time of the organization of a com- 
munity. Ina country enjoying a free govern- 
ment it is natural they should band together, not 
wholly for protection, but the improvement of 
their condition both socially and financially. 
Towns have sprung up and in time grown into 
cities. Why? Mainly for the reason that 
certain rights have been’ given large 
and active corporations, which have been 
attracted by the promise of the land and the 
prospects of success. The grantee accepted these 
rights in the hope that the. future would deal 
kindly, and the risks taken would inure to its 
benelit. This city has thrived ‘greatly. and 
the corporations are in a great measure responsi- 
bie for that thrift. It may be said that they, too, 
have thrived. Why should they not? And still 
their increase in value is not commensurate with 
that of things, principally real estate, bordering 
on the territory through which they run. This 
applies more particularly to old street railroads. 
Compare the amount of increase in the value of 
these companies with the increase in the value of 
the real estate through which they pass, and the 
former, while it is large, is infinitesimal as com- 
pared with the latter. It will not be claimed 
that the street railroads produced all of this 
result, but it will hardly be denied that such 
a condition of things would not have been ex- 

erienced if street railroads had not been built. 
he progress of the city and the increase in 
values would have been much smaller as com- 
pared with what we witness at the present time. 


Private Vs. Government Contre!. 


The laws empowering citizens to form corpora- 
tions for the purpose of establishing and main- 
taining large business enterprises are among ‘he 
most solid foundation stones of our free govern- 
ment. Mostof the railroad and telegraph lines 
in Europe are owned and operated by the gov- 
ernment, and the proceeds go to the support of 
the country. Who is better off for this condition? 
Not the travelers and shippers, for the rates are 
higher than in this country; not the people, for 
we know that they are much more heavily taxed 
than the people of this country., It is the per- 
sons who govern the properties who receive the 
profit. In this country it is the millions of 
stockholders who reap the benefits, while there 
itis the government and the officehoiders, 

Suppose the railroad and telegraph properties 
were subject to the President as the Postal and 
Internal Revenue Departments are. Emperors 
and Czars and the great rulers of the earth would 
pale before him in power. No man living would 
have the amount of patronage at his command, 
to say nothing of the amount of moneyed invest- 
ments under his control. 

It is argued that the cities should own and 
operate such properties as water-works and gas 
works. In such towns where the former is under 
municipal control the reason can be found in the 
éarly settlement of the community, when no 
corporation of a privat 
found to take the risk. As water was an imper- 
ative necessity the municipality was compeiled 
to supply the need. With gas works it is differ- 
ent. This comes after the municipality has grown 
and the people desire luxuries. It is a fact 
that does not admit of contradiction that a well- 
managed corporation can handle a business bet- 
ter than a municipality. The extravagance and 

management in the Water Department are 
well known. It is used by every political party 
which bas control to forward the ends of, that 
xarty. It has been reduced toa party machine. 
jvery change in administration makes a change 
in the beads of its department and its employés. 
Consider for a moment your own business ran in 
that manner. It would be almost a miracle if 
you were successful. 


A Case in Point. 


In Philadelphia, for many years, no man could 
be elected to the City Council unless he was 
under the control of the Gas Trustees. Con- 
tracts were made about as the members of the 
board saw fit, and at election times thousands of 
men were placed on the pay-rolls so that the 
bosses could elect their men. It was not until 
the people compelled the Legislature to change 
the charter of the city that the power of the Gas 
Trustees could be gotten rid of. Before going 
out of office the trustees reduced the price 
of gas to $1.50 a thousand feet, at which rate 
the Commissioner found himself unable to manu- 
facture and to extend the supply. In conse- 
quence of which the city is now purchasing large 
quantities of its gas from a corporation which is 
making a profit. It is not only demonstrated 
that the city can purchase gas from outside par- 
ties, but sell it to the people at a less price than 
the municipality can manufacture it. 

To the question how and to whom should these 
rights be given, I answer it is impossible to say. 
In some cases it would be well to give them to 
the highest bidder, and in others this plan would 
be unreccessary. for the reason that there would 
be no one to bid owing to the uncertainty of 
profits in the future. To have the city develop 
the plants would be to build up such a palitical 
ring that the community would surely suffer, be- 
sides having the poorest of management to main- 
tain the property. I believe it is the best plan to 
give these franchises to any corporation which 
can develop and push the work to its fullest 
capacity. 

he city should receive from the corporation 
all that the latter can afford to pay for its privi- 
leges. Where the corporation is assisting to de- 
velop a community in which it is located there 
should be nothing expected from it, but where it 
locates in places already built up it should pay 
the city for its license. Whether better terms 
could be secured for the privileges if given in 
the hands of a few persons rather than with the 
City Council it is difficult to say. Itis a fact, 
however, that where there are so 
to determine what is proper it i 
possible to _ get intelligent and 
judgment. It would therefore 
that if the disposition of privileges was in the 
hands of a few honest and experienced business- 
men much better results would be obtained. We 
want no demagogues or political aspirants for 
such positions, but men with sound business 
et poem rang We do not want the work naturally 

longing to a corporation performed by the 
municipality, for this fosters political rings and 
bossism. lt would be better today if there were 
no such appointments depending on the gift of 
the officers of our government, be it Federal or 
municipal. 

Other Speakers. 


Mr. Rubens in part said: 

‘*‘In my opinion the crying evil which 
should at this time demand the most earnest 
attention of every patriotic American is the 
flagrant misrule prevailing in every large city 
in the country without exception. This mis- 
rule cannot be eradicated, however, unless we 
change the entire system of municipal gov- 
ernment. It fits our present conditions as your 
swaddling clothes would fit you at the present 
time. Municipal abuse is of three classes. 
That incident to the executive branch of the 
city government, which can be remedied by 
civil service reform; the levying and collec. 
taou of the taxes, the present system is a dis- 
grace; the next includes the abuses incident 
to the legislative branch of the city govern- 
ment.” 

To the correction of the latter Mr. Rubens 
suggested the creation of a commission to ex- 
amine all franchises; the extension of the 
Mayor’s veto to thirty days; selling the fran- 
chises to the highest bidder, offering to fu:- 
nish public accommodations at the lowest 
cost to the public; amending the penal code, 
securing immunity from prosecution either of 
bribe giver or bribe taker in order to secure 
evidence ; requiring the capital stock of 
cen to be secured before it can begin 
work. 

** With all respect and veneration for our 
lamented Martyr-President | beg tn differ 
from him in his oft quoted saying. The mu- 
nicipal governments of the United States 
have fooled ali of the people all of the time.”’ 
He concluded : 

John Hamline reviewed the history of 
franchises in the city and said that the various 
corporations existing by virtue of the city if 
taxed 3 per cent on their gross receipts would 
—_ & revenue of over $1.000,000 a year. 

e advocated the right of the city to purchase 
electrical, telephone, gas, and street car com- 
panies, and asserted that if 3 per cent of their 
gross receipts were set aside it would provide 
a sinking fund that. would in a few years pay 
— of the plants. 
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pi He denied the right of the city to tax 
corporations a percentage of their gross earn- 
ings. The city under such a principle could 
tax the income of business-men whose b 
ness was dependent upon the community. 
Relief from corporate abuses would be found 
in competitive lines. 

Herman Zeisler said that everybody had the 
right to use the strects cas arr ee 
the building of a street railway gavo t 
company the exclusive use of the street for 
such purpose, and it reaped benefits that the 
public did not share in, and it should pay for 


the privilege.

MUST ARGUE MONDAY. 


GAS MATTER THEN TO COME BEFORE 
ATIY.-GEN. MOLONEY HERE. 


Attorneys on Both Sides Receive Notice 
That the Hearing Must Be Had at That 
Time or Not at All, and It Is Agreed 
To=Luther Laflin Mills Said te Be As- 
sociated with the Quo Warranto Peti- 
tion CounseleHeavy Short Interest in 
the Stock Said to Exist. 


All doubts as tothe time and place of the 
preliminary hearing in the proposed quo war- 
ranto proceedings against the Chicago Gas 
companies were set at rest yesterday, and At- 
torney-General Moloney notified all the attor- 
neys in the matter .that he would hear them 
Monday morning in the Appellate Court 
rooms, this city. Plain intimation was given 
in each of the several letters that no further 
postponement would be made. In conversa- 
tion the Attorney-General put this more em- 
phatically. saying that the hearing would 
begin Monday or it would not take place at 
all. 

Attorney-General Moloney was in Judge 
Gibbons’ court all day. He read the accounts 
of the fruitless attempts of the lawyers on 
both sides to agree upon a day of hearing be- 
fore he left his office. Ex-Attorney-General 
Hunt, representing the gas companies, called 
on Mr, Moloney early in the day in reference 
to the matter. At noon the Attorney-General 
held a consultation with his assistant, and 
after ascertaining that the Appellate Court 
rooms could be had decided to have the hear. 
ing in this city instead of at Ottawa. 

ote to this effect were at once dispatched 
by a messenger to Clayton E. Crafts, Attorney- 
General Hunt, and _ ex-Solicitor-General 
Aldrich, attorneys for the gas companies, and 
Col. John S. Cooper, who represents the 
petitioners. ‘The letters, as before indicated, 
stated that the Attorney-General’s engage- 
ments were such as to enable him’ to give no 
other day than Monday when, he intimated, 
allthose who had anything to say in the 
matter were expected to be on hand. 

Agree to the Time Fixed, 


‘‘ The letters are plain’’ said Mr. Moloney. 
‘‘ The hearing will take place Monday if I am 
alive or it will not take place atali. The at- 
torneys will not avail themselves anything by 
pleading other engagements. There wili be 
no postponement. If they are not on hand I 
will decide the matter just the same and pro- 
ceed in whatever course the law, as I under- 
stand it, seems to indicate.” 

Col. John 8S. Cooper sent a prompt accept- 
ance of the appointment, saying he and his 
associates would be present at 10 o’clock, 
when Mr. Moloney and his two assistants, M. 
L. Newell and C, G. Scofield, will ascend the 
bench in the Appellate Court room and open 
the court. It was said yesterday that Luther 
Laflin Milis would probably be associated 
with Col. Cooper and ex-County Attorney 
Henry for the complainants and would make 
the closing argument. Ex-Solicitor-General 
Aldrich, it was said, would probably close for 
the gas company. The Attorney-General and 
his two assistants at the close will take the 
papers and arguments under consideration, 
and Mr. Moloney says in due time his de- 
cision as to the proper course for the State to 
pursue will be announced, 

Great Interest of Speculators, 


(Great interest in the hearing is manifested 
in financial and _ speculative’ circles. 
In the latter a great variety of rumors 
are afloat which are _ calculated to 
affect the stock of the Chicago Gas com- 
pany. Fora week every private wire to New 
York has carried messages predicting the in- 
stitution of a quo warranto or denying that it 
was a likelihood. Part of these dispatches 
origipate in the bucket shops, but another 
share of them is sent from regular 
brokerage houses. Speculation, so far as 
the ordinary customers of the average broker- 
age firm are concerned, is largely influenced 
by rumors. Men who claim to know say the 
rumors have influenced the creation of a large 
short interest in Chicago Gas. Two weeks 
ago one of the heaviest bucket-shop keepers 
in town said that the customers of his 

lace were short many hundred 

n his belief the “players” 
like institutions were also short. 
One of the reports persistently repeated was 
an alleged remark by a heavy insider in gas, 
that the present was n@ time to sell, but a lit- 
tle later the stock might go off. No attempt 
was made to estimate the aggregate of the 
short interest. It might amount to thou- 
sands of shares, however. 

Short Interest Said to Be Heavy. 


It was said yesterday that the transactions 
in gas since then did not show that any large 
covering had taken place. The stock, except 
on Wednesday, has averaged steady. Yester- 
day it was higher than two weeks ago. The 
story was sent out that insiders were support- 
ing it, and this recalled a story of four years 
ago. 

The story was that a crowd of rich Chica- 
goans put out an enormous line of shorts 
around 50. Bucket-shop players followed 
their example to the limit of their means. 
The tremendous interest in Chicago Gas is 
generally believed to be concentrated in what 
is known as the ** Benedict crowd,” meaning 
the followimg of E. C. Benedict & Co. It has 
been said that the crowd control possibly two- 
thirds of the stock. When the Chicagoans 
attacked the stock the insiders came to its 
rescue. James R. Keene, who had pre- 
viously interested the country with his 
pyrotechnic rise in Wall street 
and his equally sensational smash 
was selected to manipulate the market for 
the inside interest. He did it well. The 
stock was put up from 46 or thereabouts to 
over 80. Some of the Chicagoans covered 
near the top, and the deals of some were cov- 
ered by their brokers when their margins 
were exhausted. The effects of the deal were 
devastating. The Chicago short, who was 
formeriy a packer, is said to have lost nearly 
$+,000,000. Another, whose name the pa- 
pers and his corporate interests have made a 
household word, contributed $460,000 to 
the manipulators. Rich Board of Trade and 
Stock-Yard men lost heavily. 

This was the story told four years since. It 
was retoid yesterday, and subjoined to it was 
an anecdote of a rich Board of Trade op- 
erator, who last summer had a certain tip on 
gas. It wasso “dead” right that he sold 
10,000 shares. The market feil off one 
point, then rose: five. 

‘* All the information I can get is that 
bucket-shop players have sold gas on the 
strength of rumors that a quo warranto was a 
strong probability,’’ said a broker. ‘ I don't 
know how much they have sold, nor anybody 
else. Whether a short interest has uccummu- 
lated in brokers’ offices I don’t know. But 
the insiders are watchmg this proceeding 
closely.”’ 


CITY WINS IN CANAL STREET CASE, 


Special Assessment Coufirmed bya Jury 
in Judge Brentano’s Court, 

The city won a signal victory yesterday in 
the Canal street special assessment case, a 
verdict being returned before Judge Brentano 
confirming the assessment in all respects. The 
assessment has been before the court for near- 
ly eight years. It was made for opening,Canal 
street across the Chicago River from Lumber 
street to the north line of Archer avenue. The 
amount is $183.316, of which $9,165 was 
apportioned against the city for 
public benefit. The case was tried 
before Judge Anthony in 1887, when 
property owners assessed $50,000 appeared 
and objected. The trial resuited in a judg- 
ment confirming the assessment, but this was 
reversed by the Supreme Court on the ground 
that the instructions offered by the objectors 
to the jury, which related to the construction 
of a bridge at Canal street, was refused by 
the court. The Canal street bridge has been 
built and the present case was tried with the 
benefits to the property-owners from this 
cause fully considered. If the present Judg- 
ment is sustained, Canal street promises to 
become a great thoroughfare from the North 
to the South Side of the city. 


For Building Library Foundation. 

James Arnold, receiver for Moses & Arnold, has 
commenced an assumpsit suit to recover $60,000 
from the Board of Directors of the Chicago Pub- 
lie Library and the City of Chicago. In the pa- 
rs filed in court the legal amount named is 
100,000. The plaintiffs were contractors for 
the foundation of the new Library on the e- 
Front. The amount of their contract was $166,- 
000; which has all been paid except $25,000, 
The piaintiffs also have a bill of $35.000 for 
extra work in connection with the foundation 
work. They claim that the library directors re- 
fuse to pay them the balance of the contract 

moffey unless they will waive the bill for extras. 


Charges Aguinst Fr. W. Gilchrist. 


In a bill for account ing filed in the Superior 
Coart Mrs. Allan 8, Cumings asks that an abso- 


lute deed of conveyance which she made of her 
properfy to Frank W. Gilchrist be set aside, and, 
also, that the defendant account for —_ of 23 
property to her.

The complainant now says 
she has been ready to pay off the loan for some 
time. but that the defendant refuses to reconvey 
her holdings to her and is collecting the rents 
and profits accruing from her property.

Pian for Elevated Kailroad Loop. 

CnicaGo, March 12.—{ Editor of The Tribune. }— 
Ihave given this subject quite a little thought 
and considered all plans published, and it seems 
to me that.a plan something like this will please 
all interested better than any other that has been 
published. That is, to have a single track only 
run from Congress street down Wabash to Lake 
street, thence to the river, connecting with Lake 
street * L,”’ thence on Market street and connect- 
ing with the Metropolitan “L,”’ thence on Mar- 
ket and Van Buren streets to Dearborn; then 
open Congress street through to State and make 
an arcade under the track, brilliantly lighted by 
electricity ; then either let all elevated railroads 
run around the loop or have one to run inde- 
pendently by electricity, and all passengers 
transferred from each line of “LL” railroads to 
any station on the loop; stations to be about 
three blocks apart. 

By this plan the heart of the business center is 
surrounded by a light single track, and every- 
body, from all directions, is landed within a 
short walk of any part of the business district 
and owners of property on the streets will see the 
great advantage of landing the extra thousands 
near their doors. It would practically connect 
the business center with all the “L” railroads 
and with the principal railroads and incumber 
the streets with only a single track, which would 
not darken the stores. The Congress street 
arcade under the track would become a popular 
street going to and from the. several depots 
under cover, and also creating a_ lot of small 
stores, which are very scarce in Chicago's great 
business center. They always rent quick and at 
higher prices, in proportion to their size, than 
the larger ones.

I had the privilege 
once of a visit to a soldiers’ home at Sandusky, 
and the men and officers whom I met were well 

leased, and took pride in showing their  beauti- 
ul apartments, A VeTERAN Too. 


An Economic Question Answered, 


Cu1caGo, March 13.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Whether or not labor strikes should be 
tolerated as a means to be resorted to 
by classes of workingmen seeking to bet- 
ter their condition or prohibited by law 
as detrimental to the public welfare de- 
pends upon whether the interests of the working 
people, as a whole. are promoted by them. The 
theory of labor agitators is that a strike is a con- 
test between labor and capital in which labor 
contends fora larger share of the labor product 
of the country, and by means of which the mar- 
gin of profit to capital may be narrowed. In par- 
ticular imstances it may be true that a strike 
increases the earnings of labor at the expense of 
the profits of capital; but it has not been 
demonstrated that the margin of profit in gen- 
eral has ever yet been narrowed by labor com- 
binations or strikes; but it is susceptible of clear 
demonstration that both the margin of profit and 
the centralization of wealth is increased by 
strikes, and -by that uncertainty which is occa- 
sion by violent disturbances of the labor 
market. Why is it that money can be bor- 
rowed today on government bonds at the 
low rate of 3 per cent per annum? Simply be- 
cause of the absolute security of the investment 
and because the interest and principal can be 
collected without trouble. On the other hand, 
why is it t money loaned on chattel mort- 
gages in the City of Chicago commands an 
interest of 25 percent per annum? The answer 
ia, because of the doubtful character of the se- 
curity and the prospect of trouble and expense in 
collection. In the business of loaning money 
on chattel mortgages the average 
gin of rofit, after allowing ffor all 

Osses, 8 m to 0 
cent per annum, and in every business where the 
margin of profit is 0 ternnge Seem uncertain cap- 
ital demands and secures abundant indemnity 
for the risk it assumes. It is true also that when- 
ever the margin of profit in any business falls too 
low to satisfy the demands of capital, capital is 
withdrawn until the required margin is again re- 
stored. The uncertainty that attends the em- 
pre of labor, the threatening attitude of 

abor organizations, and the danger of strikes 
are risks against which capital always provides 
by demanding an increased margin of profit. 
hoever puts his capital into any manufactur- 
ing business, into railways, or into the construc- 
tion of buildings requires an ample margin of 1n- 
surance against the risk of loss may be oc- 
casioned by labor disturbances or any other 
cause that impairs the security of his investment. 
This is an economic law that can neither be 
voted down nor ignored. But it may be said 
that wages in particular industies or trades have 
been forced up and maintained at a higher 
figure by means of labor combinations, and this is 
true. But the higher rates paid to certain classes 
are not at the Ls of capital, but&t the ex- 
pense of other labor. Any increase in wages, not 
deducted from the earnings of capital, must be 
taken from the earnings of other classes of work- 
ers, either directly, by a reduction of money 
wages, or indirectly by means of an increase in 
the price of the product. It follows 
therefore that a strike is simply a combina- 
tion of one class of workers in order to secure a 
larger share of that portion of the total product 
whicn is divided amongst the whole y of 
workers than they would otherwise receive. And 
Judge Jenkins’ injunction, while it serves to pro- 
tect the capital involved in the particular con- 
troversy, in its broader results is a measure to 
give that greater security to invested capital 
that tends to lower the margin of profit of cap- 
ital in general and increase e share of 
the wage-earner in general in the 
total product of labor. It isa measure to pro- 
mote the interests of labor and the welfare of ail 
classes of working people. The laboring classes 
never did and never can profit by industrial an- 
archy. The masses of working people have rea- 
son to be dissatisfied with present industrial con- 
ditions, but the labor agitator and the Populist 
mistake both the cause and the remedy. There is 
a great economic question before us that demands 
patient consideration and candid, temperate dis- 
cussion. The great Samson of labor must re- 
linguish his favorite weapon, quit tyi fire 
brands to foxes’ tails, keep his head Out of the lap 
of the political Delilah, and rely'more upon rea- 
son and less upon brute foree. Every political 
courtesan in the country carries a charm made 
from a lock of his hair, and nearly every news-

Eisendrath Answers Charges Against Him. 

Building Commissioner Eisendrath is accused 
of conducting the affairs of his officé to his per- 
sonal gain.

Electric Ordinance Needs Amendment. 

President C.D. Wright and Attorney W. A. 
Conover of the Mutual Electric Light and Power 
company, for which an ordinance has been 
passed, called yesterday upon Corporation OCoun- 
sel Rubens to learn if the measure would meet 
the approval of the Mayor. The ordinance gives 
the company the right to maintain and operate 
an electric plant for light, pcwer, and heat soyth 
of Thirty-ninth street and west of State street.

CHINESE NIPPED IN MIDWAY DEAL. 


——w 


Chan Ming Sue and Chan Pak Kaae Said 
to Have Embezzled $60,000, 

The forty or fifty prosperous Chinamen of 
Chicago, Kansas City, Ogden, and San Fran- 
cisco who invested their money in a Chinese 
theater on Midway last summer and lost it 
all are beginning to find out who got all the 
cash. They have one man, Chan Ming Sue, 
in jail and hope to land others. Sue is 
charged with embezzling $60,000. He and 
Chan Pak Kuae were sent to China by the 
‘‘Wah Mee Exposition company *’ in Novem- 
ber, 1892, as agents tosecure actors and goods 
for the theater.and village bazaar, as well as 
to sell stock in the enterprise among the 
wealthy merchants of Pekin. They were 
given $20,000 in cash, their expenses, and a 
salary of $40 a month each. Subsequently 
$10,000 more in drafts was sent to them. 
The other $30.000, it 1s charged, was se- 
cured from the sale of stock to their country- 
men in the empire. H. Sling, who lost _$30,.- 
0 00 in the deal, says it was a gigantic swindle 
from start to finish. 

Chan Ming Sue sent back a glowing account 
of the success he was having. One day in 
June the Santa Fé dumped 480 imported 
Celestials in Chicago and presented a bill of 
$32,200 to the Wah Mee corporation for 
transporting them from San Francisco. H. 
Sling, general manager of the concern, paid 
the railroad $23,000. picked out 200 per- 
formers, and the rest of the 480, it is said, 
were returned to San Francisco. 

The theater and village Apheme was first 
started by Chan Gee Woo, Chan Pak Kuae, 
and Chan Ming Sue. W, F. White secured the 
concession for such an attraction on Midway 
Plaisance and transferred it tothem. Chap 
Gee Woo was made President of the com- 
pany, Chan Pak Kuae Secretary, and Chan 
Ming Sue Treasurer. They organized with a 
capital stock of $67,000. Subsequently they 
took in H. Siing, the wealthy Ogden merchant, 
who was ejected general manager; Wong Lat, 
Quong On Chung, Hip Lung, and Wing 
Chung Hai of Chicago; @ng Mon Poo of 
Kansas City, Wong Wah of San Francisco, 
and many others. In consideration of his 
subscribing for $30,000 worth of the capital 
stock H. Sling was made manager. | Then it 
was decided that Chan Wing Sue and Chan 
Pak Kuae be selected to visit China. Chan 
Gee Woo gave bond for their honesty. 

The goods sent by them came in varying 
condition. Some were paid for and some 
were not, but everythmg was charged to the 
company by these agents, it is charged, at 
double what they cost. Neither of the agents 
returned. Letters were written to friends in 
Pekin. The replies were tothe effect that 
agents had collected large sums of money 
which they had appropriated to their own 
use. In November, when it was found that 
the stockholders here were not only out 
what they had put into the concession 
but nearly as much more, Sam Do Jung, 
a San Francisco detective, was sent after 
the agents. He returned a few days 
ago with Chan Wing Sue, who was 
pounced upon by Uncle Sam for violating the 
exclusion act in sending to America some 280 
Chinamen whose services were not required 
by the Wah Mee company. On top of this 
the company lodged charges of embezzlement 
and larceny as bailee against him, the embez- 
zlement covering $35,000 and the larceny 
$20,000. fe 

Under pretense of illness Chan Pak Kua 
refused to come. Chan Wing Sue throws all 
the responsibility upon Pak Kuae and says 
their books were stolen. Before embarking 
in this scheme Sue was a basement merchant 
at No, S11 ‘South Clark street. He 
now languishes in a cell at _ the 
County Jail. His preliminary hearingin the 
Federal court will be held tomorrow morn- 
ing. Chan Gee Wooisa doctor on Wabash 
avenue. Hecame here from Omaha about 
five years ago with a large bank account. 
The business of the company is now in the 
hands of C. E. Moore as assignee, and a suit 

nding in the Appellate Court against W. F. 
Vhite, who, it seems, held a contract en- 
titling him to 10 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts of the village and ‘theater. 

It is also said that Sue’ and Pak Kuae col- 
lected $35,000 from wealthy merchants of 
China through the Chinese Government. This 
sum, it is alleged, was given them to aid in 
procuring exhibits for the Fair. 


WANT THE STORAGE HOUSES COMBINED. 


Commission Merchants Say a Consolidation 
Would Stop Ruinous Competition. 

Commission merchants on South Water 
street are inclined to look with favor on the 
proposed consolidation of the three leading 
cold storage houses of this city—the Western 
Refrigerator company, the Produce Cold 
Storage Exchange, and the Union Cold Stor- 
age company. 

S. T. Fish, one of the largest patrons of 
these concerns, said: “If these — storage 
houses combine it will help their legitimate 
petrone and tend te put an end to small and 
rresponsible shippers outside. So keen has 
been the competition between these houses 
that they have vied with each other in advanc- 
ing money to insignificant country specu- 
lators on consignments put into cold storage.. 
In the event of marked declines these,specu- 
lators lost nothing and the storage people 
were out. When these concerns unite and 
stop advancing money it will put business 
back on a normal basis.”’ 

Robert P. Price of Price & Keith said: 
**The combination, if it is effected, will ben- 
efit South Water street. Competition has 
stimulated an undue piling up of stocks in 
cold storage. These stocks tend to depress 
the market, and it would be better if receipts 
were dis of on arrival.” 

E. C, Reichwald said he believed a consoli- 
dation would be beneficial to merchants. The 
system, he said, had proved ruinous to those 
interested, and he would be glad to see the 
companies unite and simply charge storage 
rates without loanmg money on stocks.
